ALL  APPLICATIONS  for  Private  Bills,  properly 
the  subject  of  legislation  by  the  Legislative 
Assembly  of  British  Columbia,  within  the  purview  of 
the  “British  North  America  Act,  1S67,  ’’whether  for  the 
erection  of  a Bridge,  the  making  of  a Railway,  Tram- 
way, Turnpike  Road,  or  Telegraph  or  Telephone  Line; 
the  construction  or  improvement  of  a Harbour,  Canal, 
Lock,  Dam,  Slide,  or  other  like  work  ; the  granting 
of  a right  of  Ferry;  the  incorporation  of  an  y particular 
trade  or  calling,  or  of  any  Joint  Stock  Company;  or 
otherwise  for  granting  to  any  individual  or  individuals 
any  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privileges  what- 
ever, or  for  doing  any  matter  or  thing  which  in  its 
operation  would  affect  the  rights  or  property  of  other 
parties,  or  relate  to  any  particular  class  of  the  com- 
munity, or  for  making  any  amendment  of  a like  nature

57.  No  Petition  for  any  Private  Bill  shall  be  received 
by  the  House  after  the  first  ten  days  of  each  Session, 
nor  may  any  Private  Bill  be  presented  to  the  House 
after  the  first  three  weeks  of  each  Session,  nor  may 
any  Report  of  any  Standing  or  Select  Committee  upon 
a Private  Bill  be  received  after  the  first  four  weeks  of 
each  Session,  and  no  Motion  for  the  suspension  or 
modification  of  this  Rule  shall  be  entertained  by  the 
House  until  the  same  has  been  reported  on  by  the 
Committee  on  Standing  Orders,  or  after  reference  made 
thereof  at  a previous  sitting  of  the  House  to  the 
Standing  Committees  charged  with  consideration  of 
Private  Bills,  who  shall  report  thereon  to  the  House. 
And  if  this  Rule  shall  be  suspended  or  modified  as 
aforesaid  the  promoters  of  any  Private  Bill  which  is 
presented  after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  or  for 
which  the  Petition  has  been  received  after  the  time 
hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either  case  pay  double 
the  fees  required  as  herein  mentioned,  unless  the 
House  shall  order  to  the  contrary.  Any  person 
seeking  to  obtain  any  Private  Bill  shall  deposit 
with  the  Clerk  of  the  House,  eight  days  before 
the  opening  of  the  Session,  a printed  copy  of  such 
Bill,  a copy  of  the  Petition  to  be  presented  to  the 
House,  together  with  the  notices  published.  At  the 
time  of  depositing  the  Bill,  the  applicant  shall  also 
pay  to  the  Clerk  of  the  House  a sum  of  three  hundred 
dollars.  If  a copy  of  the  Bill,  Petition  and  notices 
shall  not  have  been  so  deposited  in  the  hands  of  the 
Clerk  of  the  House  at  least  eight  days  before  the 
opening  of  the  Session,  and  if  the  Petition  has  not 
been  presented  within  the  first  ten  days  of  the  Session, 
the  amount  to  be  paid  to  the  Clerk  shall  be  six  hundred 
dollars.  If  the  Bill  shall  not  pass  second  reading  one- 
balf  of  the  fees  paid  shall  be  returned. 

60.  Before  any  Petition,  praying  for  leave  to  bring  in 
a Private  Bill  for  the  erection  of  a Toll  Bridge,  is 
received  by  the  House,  the  person  or  persons  intending 
to  petition  for  such  Bill  shall,  upon  giving  the  notice 
prescribed  by  rule  59,  also  at  the  same  time  and 
in  the  same  manner,  give  notice  of  the  rates  which 
they  intend  to  ask,  the  extent  of  the  privilege,  the 
height  of  the  arches,  the  interval  between  the  abut- 
ments or  piers  for  the  passage  of  rafts  and  vessels,  and 
mentioning  also  whether  they  intend  to  erect  a draw- 
bridge or  not,  and  the  dimensions  of  the  same. 

61.  All  Private  Bills  tor  Acts  of  Incorporation  shall 
be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by  reference  the  clauses 
of  the  General  Acts  relating  to  the  details  to  be  pro- 
vided for  by  such  Bills: — Special  grounds  shall  be 
established  for  any  proposed  departure  from  this 
principle,  or  for  the  introduction  of  other  provisions 
as  to  such  details,  and  a note  shall  be  appended  to  the 
Bill  indicating  the  provisions  thereof  in  which  the 
General  Act  is  proposed  to  be  departed  from.  Bills 
which  are  not  framed  in  accordance  with  this  Rule 
shall  be  re-cast  by  the  promoters  and  re-printed  at 
their  expense  before  any  Committee  passes  upon  the 
clauses. 

65.  All  Private  Bills  shall  be  prepared  by  the  par- 
ties applying  for  the  same,  and  printed  in  Small  Pica 
type,  twenty-six  ems  by  fifty  ems,  on  good  paper,  in 
imperial  octavo  form,  each  page  when  folded  measur- 
ing lOf  inches  by  inches.  There  shall  be  a marginal 

umber  every  fifth  line  of  each  page  ; the  numbering 
of  the  lines  is  not  to  run  on  through  the  Bill,  but  the 
lines  of  each  page  are  to  be  numbered  separately.  Two 
hundred  copies  of  each  Bill  shall  be  deposited  with 
the  Clerk  of  the  House  immediately  before  the  first 
reading.  If  amendments  are  made  to  any  Bill  during 
its  progress  before  the  Committee  on  Private  Bills,  or 
through  the  House,  such  Bill  shall  be  reprinted  by  the 
promoters  thereof. 

By  new  Rule  65a,  passed  on  the  2nd  April,  1901 
(see  Journals,  1901,  page  58),  a model  form  of  Railway 
Bill  i adopted. 

By  65b  all  Bills  to  incorporate  or  amend  Bills  incor- 
porating railway  companies  are  to  be  drawn  in  accord- 
ance with  the  Model  Bill. 

The  provisions  contained  in  any  Bill  which  are  not 
in  accord  with  the  Model  Bill  shall  be  inserted  between 
brackets.

A By-Law  to  regulate  and  provide  sufficient  car 
accommodation  for  passengers  on  street  railway 
cars. 


1.  Any  Electric  Railway  Company  operating  its  rail- 
way in  tbe  City  shall  provide  proper  and  sufficient 
accommodation  for  passengers  at  the  front  end  of  every 
car,  so  that  the  motor-man  in  charge  of  such  car  shall 
not  be  in  any  way  inconvenienced  or  incommoded  in  the 
management  of  his  car.  In  the  event  of  such  accom- 
modation not  being  provided,  no  person  shall  ride  in 
the  same  compartment  as  a motor-man  in  charge  of  a 
car. 

2.  Any  person  guilty  of  an  infraction  of  this  by-law 
shall  on  conviction  before  the  Mayor,  Police  Magis- 
trate or  any  Justice  of  the  Peace  having  jurisdiction, 
forfeit  and  pay  a penalty,  in  the  discretion  of  the 
Mayor,  Police  Magistrate,  or  Justice  convicting,  not 
exceeding  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  and  costs 
for  each  offence;  and,  in  default  of  payment  thereof, 
it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Mayor,  Police  Magistrate,  or 
Justice  so  convicting  as  aforesaid,  to  issue  a warrant 
under  his  hand  and  seal  to  levy  the  said  penalty  and 
costs,  or  penalty  or  costs  only,  by  distress  and  sale  of 
the  offender’s  or  offenders’  goods  and  chattels,  and 
should  there  be  no  sufficient  distress  to  satisfy  tiie  said

As  to  $3,200,  the  portion  thereof  to  be  borne  and 
paid  by  the  real  property  hereinbefore  mentioned  and 
specified,  there  shall  be  assessed  and  levied,  over  and 
above  all  other  rates,  the  said  annual  sum  of  $358.13^ 
in  each  and  every  year  until  the  said  sum  of  $3,200 
and  interest  is  fully  paid  by  special  rate  per  foot  front- 
age upon  all  the  said  real  property,  according  to  the 
respective  amounts,  rates  per  foot  and  yearly  rates

To  generate,  use,  buy,  sell,  accumulate,  store,  trans- 
mit, furnish  and  distribute  electric  current  for  light, 
heat  or  power,  and  to  manufacture,  buy,  sell,  operate, 
lease  and  let  electric  light  fixtures,  supplies  and 
appurtenances  used  in  connection  therewith  : 

To  carry  on  business  as  general  merchants  and 
traders : 

To  apply  from  time  to  time  any  part  of  the  funds, 
stock,  bonds,  debentures  and  other  obligations  of  the 
Company,  for  any  purpose  of  the  Company.  no26 
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
